Moving Pictures in High School 

Carl Umholtz 

Whv should we not have motion pictures in school? 
Is it not a fact that motion pictures arc coming to be 
one of the greatest educational factors of the da; 

The unprecedented popularity and su< of 

pictures is based on one cardinal principle which is ag< 
old, namely, the power of a drawn representation of per- 
sons or things to attract the interest and engage the 
attention of che human intellect. Long before the 
science of forming letters was known, men transcribed 
the history of their age in crude drawings, carved in stone 
with crude instruments. The aptitude of the human 
mind incomprehension and understanding of a picture 
might be called a sixth sense, for men of today are able 
to learn of the history of those thousands of years ago 
by studying those crude drawings. 

For another example, suppose that you were a so- 
journer in a foreign country, totally unable to speak ; 
word of the native language. Suppose that you wished 
to purchase a certain article, how would you procure it? 
Easy. By drawing a picture of the article desired and 
showing it to the shop keeper he would immediatly com- 
prehend what you wanted. Is it not wonderful that 
every race and nationality altho totaly ignorant of each 
other's language can understand one another by the the 
means of a simple drawing which each can make? 

Turning to another phase, take for instance the 
average person who picks up a book, magazine or news- 
paper to read. Which attracts his attention first, the 
printed matter or the illustrations? The illustrations 
win every time. Often an interesting picture will in- 
duce the person to read the article it represents. For 
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this very reason advertisers saw the value of usings cat- 
chy illustrations in connection with thier advertisments. 
In history and books of learning pictures are used to 
impress upon the mind certain incidents which are es- 
sential to memory. Can you picture an encyclopedia with- 
out illustrations? Often a simple illustration will better 
explain an object than a lengthy discussion. 

However returning to moving pictures, doesn't this 
show to you and shouldn't it show to any reasoning 
person the cause of the popularity and the educational 
value of motion pictures? Not slap bang, yellow-coated 
variety of "thrillers" such as you see at a popular priced 
theatre, but the reliable fact-dealing educational sort. 

If I undersand right, such films as these can be 
procured from the state university at a very nominal sum. 
Other films dealing with different phases of manufact- 
uring can be got from manufaturers who use this means 
of advertising their wares. Much information could be 
gained from these films, as they show the various 
processes that the raw materials go through before it 
reaches the finished ready-f or- 1 he-market stage. Every 
student and every class in the school would be benifitted 
by this kind of motion pictures. Pupils in manual train- 
ing could be shown how to properly construct furniture 
or how to run the machines; those in the print shopc >uld 
be shown modern methods in printing; those in chem- 
istry and physics classes could be shown experiments 
worked out correctly; those in the history classes could 
be shown historical films; those in the botany and 
agricijlture classes could be shown plant life under the 
microscope and correct methods of farming; and so on 
down the list the benefits of motion pictures could be 
depicted. 

As to the place for showing the pictures, 1 think the
